Warmer Cars Ordered. | 

The ordinance requiring more rigid at- 
tention to heating and ventilating of cars 
Was passed at the instance of Ald. Block, 
chairman of the committee on locaJ 
transportation, late in last night's ses-

operate a car on the streets unless the 
following conditions are complied with:

Threats of Death 
Built Up an Army 
Of 500,000 Turks 


Enver Pasha Put Price of 
‘$1 90 on Each Man 
Seeking Exemption. 


COSTU.S. ENVOY $2,000 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. e—{Corre- 
spondence. ]}—Enver Pasha, Turkey's 
year old self-styled “man of pans 
raised money almost over night for mo- 
bilization of Turkey's soldiers. He did 
it by a wholerale threat of assassination 
of those who failed to “ come across.” _ 

How poor, nearly bankrupt, Turkey was 
able to maintain on a war footing a re- 
spectable sized army has been one of the 
wonders of the war. Here is the story 
of how he accomplished the feat: 

“We must have an army at once to 
preserve our neutrality,”’ he told his col- 
leagues when the Buropean war broke 
out. 

“It is impossible,” was the unanimous 
ery of the other ministers. “‘ We can't 
do it. Turkey hasn’t enough money to 
properly equip one regiment, let alone 
eh army. And we haven't enough men.” 


Death Threat Builds Army. 

“* Leave that tome,” was Enver Pasha's 
answer. “I'll get the men and the 
money, too. In the first place, I'll 
threaten with death every man who 
doesn’t answer the mobilization orders. 
After I’ve had a dozen or so executed 
and they find we mean business, you'll 
see that we'll have all the men we want. 
** Next, I'll announce that those wish- 
ing exemption can have it for £48 [$190], 
and that will give us all the money we 
need.” 

The war minister was a g60d prophét.” 
His scheme was put into practice and 
fiér and money both came rolling in. 

Envoys Pay to Keep Help. 
The ambassadors from al) countries 
were hard hit.

Atlanta Murder Case Goes 
to United States Su- 
preme Bench. 


NOT TO HANG JAN, 22, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—Justice 
Lamar of the Supreme court today grant- 
ed an appeal from the refusal of the fed- 
eral District coyrt for northern Georgia 
to release on habeas corpus proceedings 
Leo M. Frank, under death sentence for 
the murder of Mary Phagan, a 15 year 
old factory giri of Atlanta, Ga. 

Frank waa sentenced to die on Jan. 
22, but Justice Lamar’s ection effects 
an indefinite stay of exectition. 

Thirty days are given for filing the 
record of the proceedings in the lower 
court. Immediately after that has been 
done the state of Georgia may ask that 
the case be advanced for hearing. Such 
suggestions are generally granted, al- 
though in the regular course the case 
would not come up for a year and a half. 


Case Before Entire Court. 

- The entire court will pass upon Frank’s 
right to seek release from custody on a 
writ of habeas corpus on the ground 
that the trial court in Fulton county, Ga., 
lost jurisdiction over him by its failure 
to have him present when the jury re 
pana its verdict of guilty. 

Should the court decide he was entitled 
to ask for the writ, thus reversing Judge 
Newman of the lower court, the case may 
be remanded to the District court for the: 
taking of evidence in support of the peti- 
tion. 

Should it eventually be helé that Frank 
must be released, it is said a mooted 
question may arise regarding the power 
of the state to indict and try him a sec- 
ond time. 

Second Time Before Lamar. 
This was the second time Frank's fate 
had rested in Justice Lamaer’s hands. 

After the Georgia Supreme court had 
declined to set aside the verdict of con- 
viction, Justice Lamar was asked to issue 
a writ of error for the Supreme court to 
review the case. He declined on the 
ground that no federal question waa pre- 
gented inasmuch as questions of proce- 
dure were for the states to decide. 
Justice Holmes, and éventually the 
other members of the court, upon being 
petitioned, took the same ground. 
Application then was made in the 
Georgia federal court for Frank's re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Judge Newman held the condemned 
man was not entitled to the writ and 
refused to grant am appeal. 

Sees New Angles to Case. 

In announcing his decision today, Jus- 
tice Lamar said he had found that sev- 
eral questions of fedefal iaw; unsettied 
by the Supreme court, existed in the cage, 
giving rise to “ probable cause " for the 
appeal. 

These questions were whether the fed- 
eral constitution requires an accused to 
be present when a verdict is returned 
pt him in a state court; the effect 
of the accused not raising the point of 
his absence on a motion for a new trial, 
and the effect of the Supreme court's 
own action in refusing to grant the writ 
ef error in a case where an alleged juria- 
dictional question was presented in 4 
motion filed at a time not authorized by 
the practice of the state where the trial 
took place. 

Will Try to Rush Hearing. 
Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 28.—Solicitor Dor- 
sey, who conducted the prosecution of Leo 
M. Frank, said the state would expedite 
the case. He added he hoped to have it 
heard in the Supreme court within sixty 
Gays or sooner. Frank recently was een- 
tenced to be hanged Jan. 22 next.

PETROGRAD, Dec. 28.—Russian forces 
according to advices received today from 
Galicia, have succeeded in crossing the 
Biala river and in taking possession of a 
twenty-mile strip of territory south of 
Tuchow, thereby separating the two Aus- 
trian armies. 

The forces of Gen. Boehm-Ermolli, the 
Austrian commander, are claimed by the 
Russians to be retreating precipitately 
and the western Austrian army is said to 
be badly crippled. 

The investment by the Russians of the 


threatertied. Following the discovery of 
an attempt made by the Austrians to di- 
vide the Russian forces in Galicia the 
Russians retreated eastward for a dis- 
tance of 35 miles to strongly intrenched 
positions on the Biala and Donajec rivers. 
Now the Russ‘ans again are advancing 
on Cracow. 


Russians Foil Austrian Plans. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the Rus- 
Sian retrogression completely relieved 
the investment of the fortress of Cracow, 
it is claimed by military observers to be 
a marked advantage for the Russians, the 


the Austrian aim to cut into halves the 
Russian forces in this region. 

The Austrians, reports from the Rus- 
sian southern front say, began advancing 
Dec. 23 from Tymbark, thirty-five miles 
southeast of Cracow, with the apparent 
object of swinging around the left of the 
Russians along the River Biala, north- 
ward of Tarnow, and joining forces with 
the army of Gen. Boehm-Ermolli, which 
was advancing along the railroad from 
Sanok and Lisko. 

Premature appearance of Gen. Boehm- 
Ermolli’s army to the south of Przemysl, 
however, put the Russians on their guard. 


Austrian Armies Kept Apart. 
The Russians concentrated along the 
Biala river, moved down and attacked 
the Austrians at Tuchow, fifteen miles 
south of Tarnow, where they were suc- 
cessful in preventing a junction of the 
Austrian armies. af, 
Meanwhile the attention of the Rus- 
sians was directed to the Austrians ad- 
vancing from Sanok, which movement 
was checked. After their successes in 
this district the Russians took the of- 
fensive along the Biala river. 

Christmas day the Russians won the 
battle of Tuchow, the Austrians retreat- 
ing throughout the following day. The 
Russians captured 8,500 prisoners and 
eighteen machine guns. 
Later the Russians crossed to the west- 
jern bank of the Biala and successfully 
stormed the heights of Siedliska, four 

south of Tuchow, thus separating | 
the two ro Atotriap forces. 

Russian Official Statement. 
The. following ’ statement from the gen- 
eral -staff.of the. Russian. commander-in- 
chief was tSsued tonight: 

“On Dec. 27,. between the lower Vie 

tula and the Filica rivers, German at- 
tacks were everywhere repulsed. The 
Germans suffered heavy losses, espe- 
cially during a vain attack southeast of 
Skierniewice. Between the Filica and 
the upper Vistula the enemy has now 
adopted the defensive. 

“Our troops stormed the village. of 
Szitniki, which was stubbornly defended 
by the Austrians. The enemy has defi- 
nitely evacuated the left bank of the Nida 
river. On the front of Opatow-Biecz the 
fighting continues to develop to our ad- 
vantage. From Dec. 18 to 26 we captured 
there 200 officers, 15,000 soldiers, and forty 
mitraileuses. 

“The enemy’s retreat in the region of 
the Dukla passes and on the road to Liske 
is becoming more precipitate and disor- 
ganized. On Dec. 26 we captured in this 
region as many as 5,000 prisoners. The: 
efforts of the. enemy.to transport his 
forces from the direction of Czenstochawa 
toward the Carpathians was a complete 
failure, owing te our maneuvers.” 


Przemysl in Dire Straits. 
LONDON, Dec. 29, 3 a. m.—The Morn~- 
ing Post prints this morning a letter 
from Hungary to the correspondent of 
a Hungarian paper in this city. The let- 
ter, which is dated Dec. 21, says: 

“A wounded officer from the Przemysl 
fortress says that place mmet fall within 
a few weeks unless:it is relieved.

In the valleys south of Laon, nearly a 
hundred miles away, we had a look at 
shell fire as it goes. 

From our present point of observation 
we can study, or at iéast listen to, shell 
fire as it comes. 

We can do this with entire safety, for 
the French guns have not yet found out 
this camp. Besides, did not Gen. von 
Gebsattel say when we left the chil 
ch&teau, where he has established his 
headquarters, “ Please don't go too neaf 
the front, for, if you are seen, my troops 
have to suffer for it’’?. 


Meant as a Warning. 
That is one way tnese shrewd old war- 
riors have of putting the fear of shells 
into the hearts of correspondents who 
might show a disposition to rush in where 
angels would fear to tread. 
Just what he meant was elucidated by 
his son, a punctilious youth with a sug- 
gestion of side whiskers, who, when any- 
body else was about, always addressed 
his father as ‘‘ Excellency,’’ but when he 
spoke of the general in the third person, 
said ‘‘ My father,’’ in a tone that had the 
tenderness of a caress in it.

The Rev. Edward H. Lougher, chaplain 
of Michigan state prison, former mis- 
aiOnary to India, head of the prison ex- 
tension movement and lecturer, who has / 
been heard on the topic of prison reform 
at prison congresses and by other bodies 
throughout the country, was dismissed 
from his position as chaplain today by 
Warden Nathan F. Simpson. 

There le @ woman im the case. She is 
paid to be the wife of an inmate of Jack- 
#on prison, resides in Ohio, near Toledo, 
but her hame is being withheld. 

The woman charges that Lougher in- 
sulted her. The chaplain denies suggest- 
ing anything immoral to her. 

That the chaplain wrote her mushy love 
letters also is the woman's charge and 
some of these alleged lettere betng shown 
to Warden Simpson, who said he recog- 
nized the handwriting, were the means 
of his demanding the chaplain's resigna- 
tion, which was almost immediaely hand

Wanted to Be Called “Laddie.” 
In one of the letters this phrase occurs: 
“I can’t help loving you, girlie. I wam 

to hear you say laddie.”’ 

In another: 

“ Someway, dear, you have come right 
into my life mere than I can tell you. I 
guess you don’t realize it, or else you 
don’t care. 'You say we may be able some 
day todo something for you. I don't want 
anything done that don't come out of your 
heart, girl, because I really mean some- 
thing to you. Can’t you understand 
that? ’’ 

Still another letter contains: 

“Don’t you know, Honey, I wouldn't 
write to you if I did not trust you and be- 
lieve that tn your heart was some re- 
sponse? I wouldn’t do or say anything, 
dearie, that would mot find @ weloome in 
your heart. 

“So tell me if there is not some little 
ray of truth and fact in this calling of 
my heart to you? And don’t, for good- 
ness sake, girlie, be so formal. I want 
-to hear you say ‘ Laddie, I do like you.’ ”’ 


Proves Shock to Jackson.

President James B. Forgan of the First 
National bank expresses the belief that 
money will be established on a steady 5, 
per cent basis after the beginning of the 
new year. 

Just at the moment the market is hesi- 
tating, but is not inclined to follow the 
weakness shown in the eastern market. 

The 5 per cent rate is counted an indica- 
tion of healthy conditions. It is a pro- 
fitable rate for the banks and is satis- 
factéry to borrowers, indicating both a 
normal state of business and neither a 
plethora or a stringency of money. 

Mr. Forgan’s views were arrived at after 
interchange of opinion with’ President 
Reynolds of the Continental & Commer- 
cial National and with President Ham- 
mill of the Corn Exchange bank—all 
agreeing that the current rate of o> per 
cent is likely to hold through next month. 


Low Record for Sterling. 
Foreign exchange reached the iowest 
point of the year yesterday, with demand 
sterling at $485.15. The drep in rates is 
due to the large purchases of foodstuffs 
by foreign nations. This has built up a 
big credit balance in favor of the United 
States, as againet a large debit balance 
existing when the war broke out. 
Another cause of the weakness is the 
fact that there has been no important 
selling of foreign holdings of stocks, 
such as was feared would follow the 
opening of the New York exchange. The 
. tendency of stock prices to decline on any 
evidence of liquidation probably checked 
the disposition of foreigners to sell if any 
such Gisposition were generally preva- 
lent.

LOSS REGAINED 
IN N. Y. STOCKS 


Market Improves Steadily 
and Ground Lost Last 
Week Is Made Up. 


TRADE ON LARGE SCALE 


New York, Dec. 28.—The stock mar- 
ket todey recovered much of the ground 
lost in last week's declining movement. 
Improvement began at the outset and was 
maintained to the end, at which time the 
day's beet prices were recorded. "Lrad- 
ing was on a larger scale than at almost 
any time since the resumption of open 
dealings, with activity most pronounced 
in the international group. Net geins 
averaged almost two points, with sharp 
recoveries from their mintmum by such 
important shares as United States Steel 
and Southern Pacific. 

The rise extended to a number of spe- 
cialties, including equipment stocks and 
Rethiehem Steel, the laiter not only re- 
gaining all its recent loss, but mounting 
to its best price of the present move- 
ment 


Less Active Stocks Weaker. 

A few of the 'ess active stocks, including 
Chicago and Northwestern and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, fell to established 
prices. 

Much of today’s buying came from the 
short interests, that faction having evi- 
dently oversold the list last week, but, 
according to report, the rise was accel- 
erated by investment buying from out of 
town. The rise in Steel and Amalga- 
mated Copper was more Cirectly trace- 
able to specialists in those issues. 

Heaviness of Northwestern was associated 
with the road's statement for November, which 
showed a net loss slightly in excess of $600,000, | 
while the Southern Railway suffered to a sim!- 
lar extent for the same period. The Atchison 
system, however, despite a heavy incroase in 
operating expenses, made a net gair. of $172,000 
for that month. 

Foreign exchange declined to the bottom price 
of the year, cables and sight drafts on London 
being quoted as low as 4.85% and 4.85. re- 
spectively. In ordinary times these rates 
would be near the gold import stage, but no
